And when their lloynl Highness 1'rlnvo 
Kmanuelo Fllilvrrto of Savoy and l’rlnress 
Vittoria of Savoy with their suite canto to 
01eltg.tr I (Tr some years ago, they were 
greatly delighted. "It Is the charming ride 
front Venice to Chumounl over ngnin," 
they said. 

<SleiigarifTe I* the region of the most imtg- 
nilleent arenery in Ireland. We Journeyed 
through It with a Jolly party In a roach and 
six, nml made on the average, forty miles n 
tiny over the winding moiintnin roads. 
Most excellent roads they were too, — the 
work of hundreds of years of governmental 
nml lordly aupcrltttendance. The roadi 
sometimes led around the narrow edges of 
rocky precipices. Otto would instinctively 
hold his hreath. A single unruly step of 
the horses, and our coachload would have 
I tee it hurled over the edge to thunder down 
thousands of feel to cert till destruction. 
Now we would dash into u mountain tun¬ 
nel, dark uitd damp, nml ngnin dash out at 
the other end into the sunshine nml a suit- 
lime stretch of avettery. 

What vlntvm are seen lit those rides from 
Knntry Kay to tileiigariffe, mid then to 
Kettmaro and Killarney. These Kerry 
mountains have a witeping charm. Hun- 
shine end silver)' ltaya and niountnln tarns 
nml purple heather, mingle together In 
1 •entity that pen rannut tell. 

(iletigarifTc, where we stopped longent, 
given a line view of the ('alia mntintaina 
with the sugar-loaf peak lit the foreground. 
The hay stretches along Irregular shores to 
the open son. Fantastic rocky islets stud 
the liny. The iinmn fllengarlffe, signifies 
rugged glen. Kill it Is not merely rugged. 
"The ere vices of these rugged rocks are 
tilled with n luxurious vegetation which 
soft.-iia aitd Iteaulllka their Irregular out* 

linen and clothes them in a vivid green. 
The mildness of the climate permits even 
geraniums, fuchsias and myrtles to re¬ 
main unsheltered throughout the year. 
Several tropical nml suh.troplcal plants 
are to l»c found here, which grow nowhere 
!sc hi Korops', and the liaimy air with the 
fragrant showers, gives to nil the vegeta¬ 
tion u tropical richness and profusion. The 
nrhutua, holly and birch envelop the rocks 
in luxuriant foliage down t«» the waters 
edge." And great clustering rhosliNlcn- 
droits grow wild. 

The Jauut front GlengarifTe to Killarney 
gave us glimpse, of the ! It accessible precl- 
pice called the "Kuglislt Neat," the'Trleat'* 
l«cnp," and aft< r passing through the tun- 
a«d lit the lofty ridge of the Ksk mountain-, 
la-fore us lay the valley of the Sheen, 
hacked by tile rugged peaks of the Murgli- 
licuddy's Kecks and the summits of the 
l*a|is. 

Who will attempt to describe the Inikc* 
of Killarney ? They are mirrors of heaven. 
The Scotch lakes, — Loch Luuiond mid 
Ins It Katrine—have a certain wide-awake 
sprightliimss, the KuglUh lakes ut Winder- 
mere linvnu altimlimiin and charming still¬ 
ness, hut these Iri-li lakes of Killarney sur¬ 
pass them all,—they are hriiiiuiitig with u 
laughing sweetness which Is the very radi¬ 
ance of the seventh heaven. They lay 
basking in the green valleys like a group 
of iuiliN'eiit babes tumbling about III latlgli- 
ing merriment on the sunshine/ sward, 
while their proud mothers,—the purple 
mountains—look down upon them with 
•ptiet Joy. !n> I grow enthusiastic in de¬ 
ter i hi tig Killarney? It is worth it ull. 

Killarney can never l»c adequately de¬ 
scribed und run never be known except by 
u visit. The best description which I know 
or can Imagine, and yet it is only a hint, in 
III that exquisite song called 'Killuntey.' 
May 1 repeut it for yon.

Portrusli. near Coleraine, In the north 
of Ireland Is facing the rugged Donegal 
Highland*.

The ride from Portrusli to the Ulant'a 
Causeway la one of the flueatin all Iralaad. 
"The While Hocks" all along the coaat are 
a remarkable series of seu-cKrvings. They 
are pure white limestone worn by the act¬ 
ion of the waves Into fantastic sbajiea. A 
remarkable washing Is NatMileou'a llcad, a 
most striking likeness of the French Ca-aar. 
And one of tlie finest of the natural arches 
Is "Tlie IsMly's Wishing Arch," of pure 
white limestone and most exquisitely pro- 
portloued. 


TUB OIAMT a CAI'SKWAY. 


They told us that we would be diaap 
|N»iutfd in the (Haul's Causeway. They 
told us that It was not worth the trouble 
of tbe Journey. Hut we learned differently 
Tbe Ulant'a Causeway ia interesting. 1. 
Is oue of Nature's moat interesting and 
most remarkable achievement*. 

Imagine a wild, rocky rlioru with numer¬ 
ous shoals and beetling cliffs. Imugiue 
these cliffs formed of stretches of fluted 
coluuiua, terraced by auocraaiva flowing* 
of lava, as if Ibo reuiaius oi some vast 
ancient temples. Imagine a huge roadway 
stretcldug out aud into and under tlie ocean 
—a roadway liullded of great atone piles. 
‘We walk over the beads of soaie forty 
thousand ooluiuua (fur this number baa 
been counted l>y smue curious aud leisure¬ 
ly prrsoUB) all beautifully cut and polished,' 
,aud so exactly fitted to each oilier as to 
exclude in some places, even a aheet of 
paper. The columns are three, live, six, 
srvi-u or ulue sided,—never more than 
uiue—aud average about two fact lu diam¬ 
eter. 

There are three principal loiuruu* of (lie 
Causeway, the Utile, the Middle, and the 
tlraud Causeways. Ou tlw mouutaiu near 
the Causeway Is a beautiful formation, 'the 
Ulant'a Organ.' It ia formed of a i-olousde 
of large pillar* fur organ pit- *, gettlug 
shorter aud shorter ou either side like the 
strings <>f a harp. It is easy to Imagine a 
giaitt organist sitting iu frout aud running 
bis massive Ungers over the souudlugkeys. 
Curiously euougb these basaltic pillar* arc 
actually musical. Wheu struck nv a ham¬ 
mer, they give forth a good metallic ring 

Auollier wonder there is the IliaUt's 
A ui phi theatre. It Is a beautiful bay io ‘tbe 
form of so exact balf a circle that Uu archi¬ 
tect could have puaaibly made it more so, 
aud the cliff slopes at precisely the aa 
angle all arouud the t eulrv.’ The gii 
guests of Fin Ms'T’oul were suplawtal

POLITICAL. 

Tho Michigan Republican State Con¬ 
vention aancmtdod al Detroit, Thursday. 
A platform wan adopted which approves 
the administration of President llsrrlson 
and leaves to tho judgment of the repre¬ 
sentatives of tho party at Minneapolis In 
June next the selection of a presidential 
candidate. References to General Alger's 
candidacy were received with great en¬ 
thusiasm. 

A banquet was held In city hall, Spring- 
Held, Mann., Friday night by the Spring- 
Arid Republican Club. Andreases were 
made by Lieut.-Gov. Haile and Represen¬ 
tative F. 11. Glltett, State Treasurer Mer- 
den, J. L. Rarlmur of Hartford, and ex- 
Congressman IIorr of Michigan. Lieut.- 
Gov. Itsite was warmly cheered as the 
next Governor. 

Tho Wyoming Democratic State con¬ 
vention met «t Douglas, Wednesday. 
Bix delegates and six alternate* were 
elected to the Chicago convention. The 
delegation wan uninstructed, hut gener¬ 
ally favors D. 11. Hill for President. 

A canvass of the Connecticut Demo¬ 
cratic State Committee shows the follow¬ 
ing Presidential preferences: Cleveland, 
6; Hill, 5; no choice, A; non-committal. 
B. All are opposed to free coinage of 
•liver. 

FI ft)-hero ml Congress. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Morgan, 
calling for Information as to reciprocity 
with Germany and llaytl, waa taken up 
and agreed to by the Senate Tuesday. In 
tho Houae on motion of Mr. Peel of Ar¬ 
kansas, Senate emendmente to the Indian 
Appropriation hill wete non-concurred In. 

On motion of Mr. Haines of New York, 
a bill waa passed lo certify, simplify and 
•mend existing lawn relative to the exec¬ 
ution of declerallona end other papers in 
penalon claims. 

In the Senate Mr. Dolnh from the com¬ 
mittee on foreign relations, reported 
back the House bill for the alaiolute pro¬ 
hibition of the coming of Chinese Into 
the United Statee with • substitute. Ha 
atated tbat the substitute wan tho bill 
passed by the Senate to continue in force 
for IB years all laws now In force prohib¬ 
iting end regulating the coming of Chi¬ 
nese persons and persons of Chinese de¬ 
scent. After some dincunn on the bill 
(with the substitute) wan placed on the 
calendar. The Senate then proceeded to 
the consideration of hills on the calendar 
—disposing of several -among them the 
following: To amend the pension act of 
June 27,1890, (the amendment being in 
relation to tire pensions of widows and 
orphans, and dispennlng with tho nrcua- 
■Ity of proof that death was the result of 
army service) wh ch waa passed, as also 
the b.ll appropriating *7.1,003 for a public 
building at Brockton, Mans. 

In the House, Monday. Mr. McRae, from 
the committee on public laws, moved to 
suspend the rules end pasa a bill to adjust 
the swamp land grants and to flx limits- 
tiling els' 


lions for tiling claims thereunder. After 
discussion the motion to suspend tbs 
rules and pasa the bill waa defeated. The 
llouaa then went Intel committee of the 
wholo on tho Neva! Appropriation hill, 
which waa pa*aed afters lengthy debate 
end many unaucceaaful etnendtnenta, end 
the House adjourned. 

Mr. Dawea called the attention of the 
Senate to a petition which he presented, 
which represented that the Indians (other 
than the civilised tribes) living on reser¬ 
vations were left wit hoet tho protection 
of civlllslngand restraining InAucncea of 
law, and earnestly urged on Congress that 
lew and the means of J enforcing It be 
provided at the present sore ion for Indi¬ 
ana and others living on Indian reserva¬ 
tions. 

The House went Into committee of the 
whole, Wednesday, on the naval appro¬ 
priation bill. Mr. Holman of Indiana, 
raised a point of order agsiust the clause 
authorising the President to have con¬ 
structed by contract, ono or more cruis¬ 
ers of si out Mono tons displacement of the 
general type of the “New York,” to coat 
•scluaive of armament more than •3,800.- 
000, the chair overruled the point of order. 
Pending action the committee rose and 
the Houae adjourned. 

The House on Haturilay continued the 
diacuanlon of the naval appropriation 
bill. Mr. Holman (Dem.) spoke in be¬ 
half of hla motion to atrike from the bill 
the t-lauae for the construction of ono 
armored cruiser. The debate waa parti¬ 
cipated in by Mrt»rs. Iloutclle of Maine, 
Fellowa of New York, Lodge of Massachu¬ 
setts, and others, but pending the dis¬ 
cussion the House adjourned. 

In the House, Thursday. Mr. Lodge of 
Massachus.tta presented the petition of 
Lamont G. Huritham and AM other mem¬ 
bers of the Boston Chamber of Comm ?rce 
for the speedy passage of the bill to pro¬ 
vide for an international ratio between 
gold aud silver. The House then went 
committee of the whole on the naval ap¬ 
propriation hill, but adjourned without 
taking action. 

The |Mist office appropriation bill has 
been completed by the House committee 
on post offices and will bs reported to the 
House in a few days. Its aggregate of ap¬ 
pro or 1st on* is in tho neighborhood of 
|b0,0)3,000. The appropriation for the 
current fiscal year waa f77,9(J7,£22, and the 
estimates were |M),3£J,4UU. 

Mr. Htoutof Michigan has introduced 
into the House a bill to ascertain w hether 
any modification of the patent law is 
mcessary to protect the public against 
undue monopoly. The hill la introduced 
now Irecausu the original patents of the 
Bell Telephone Company will soon ex¬ 
pire. 

Iu the Henate a bill waa passed extend¬ 
ing the privileges of the free delivery of 
mails to cities and towns wltb a popula¬ 
tion of not leas than 6UU0 aud where the 
J tost office receipts fur the previous year 
amouuted to fA000. 

The H|taakrr laid before the House, Fri¬ 
day, the bill to promote the safety of na¬ 
tional banks, with Henate aranidmeuU 
thereto. The bill waa referred to the com¬ 
mittee on bank log and currency, which 
action, in the opinion of the advocates of 
the measure, nreans Its defeat.

POLITICAL. 

The Michigan It.-puhlican Slate Con¬ 
vention aracmhlcd al Detroit, Thursday. 

A platform waa adopted which approve* 
the adminlatratlon of I'realdent llarrlaon 
and leavca to tha Judgment of the repre- 
aentatlvea of the party at Mlnneapolla In 
June next the aclectlon nf a prealdentlal 
candidate. Reference* to Oeneral Algcr’a 
candidacy wrere received with great en- 
thualaam. 

A banquet waa held In city hall, Rprlng- 
field, Maaa., Friday night by the Bprlng- 
fleld Kepubltcan Club. Andreoar* were 
made hy Ltcut.-Clov. llalle and Repreaen- 
tatlve F. 11. Ulllett, State Treaaurer Alar- 
den, J. L. Harbour of Hartford, and ex- 
(Tnngreaatnan Horr of Atlchigan. Lieut.- 
llov. Ilatle waa warmly cheered aa tho 
next Governor. 

The Wyoming Democratic State con¬ 
vention met at Douglaa, Wednesday. 
Bix delegate* «nd alx alternate* were 
elected to the Chicago convention. The 
delegation wa* unlnatructed, hut gener¬ 
ally favor* D. It. Hilt for Preaident. 

A ran vaa* of the Connecticut Demo¬ 
cratic State Committee ahowa the follow¬ 
ing Prealdentlal preference*: Cleveland, 
6; 11111,6; no choice, S; non-committal. 
8. All are oppoacd to free coinage of 
•liver. 

Fifty-acetinil Congrcaa. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Morgan, 
calling for information aa to reciprocity 
with Ocrntany and Haytl, was taken up 
and agreed to hy the Bctialo Tuesday. In 
the House on motion ot Mr. Peel of Ar¬ 
kansas, Benate amendment* to the Indian 
Appropriation hill were non-concurrod In. 
On motion of Mr. Haines of New York, 
bill waa passed to certify, simplify and 
•mend exiating laws relative to the exec¬ 
ution of declarations and other papers In 
pension claims. 

In the Senate Air. Dotph from the com¬ 
mittee on foreign relation*, reported 
back the Houae lull for the aliaolute pro¬ 
hibition of the coming of Chinese into 
the United Btatee with a substitute. 11* 
stated that the aubatltute waa tho bill 
passed by the Senate to continue In force 
for 10 years all laws now In force prohib¬ 
iting and regulating the coming of Chi¬ 
nese persona and persons of Chinese de¬ 
scent. After route dlaeuaa on the bill 
(with the substitute) waa placed on the 
calendar. The Henato then proceeded to 
the consideration nt hills on the calendar 
—disposing of acvcral -among them tho 
following: To amend tho pension act of 
June 27,1H90, (the amendment being in 
relation to the pensions of widows and 
orphans, and dis|ieniilng with tho neces¬ 
sity ol proof that death waa the result of 
•rmyaervics) wh ch waa passed, aa also 
the h 11 appropriating (7.1,003 for a public 
building at Brockton, Maaa. 

In the House, Monday. Mr. Mcltar, from 
the committee ou public laws, moved to 
suspend the rules and paa* a hill to adjust 
the swamp land grants and to fix limita¬ 
tions for tiling claims thereunder. After 
dUcuaamn the motion to suspend the 
rules and pass the hill waa defeated. The 
House then went into committee of the 
whole on tho Naval Appropriation hill, 
which waa |ax*scd after a lengthy debate 
and many unsuccessful amendments, 
the Houae adjourned. 

Air. Dawea called the attention of tha 
Benate to a petition which be presented, 
which represented that the Indiana (other 
than the elvilixed tribes) living on reser¬ 
vations were left without tho protection 
of civllixingand restraining Influences of 
law, and earnestly urged on Congreaatbat 
law and the means of enforcing it be 
provided at the present Suasion for Indi¬ 
ana and others living on- Indian reserva¬ 
tions. 

The House went Into committee of the 
whole, Wednesday, on the naval appro¬ 
priation bill. Air. Holman of Indiana, 
raised a point of order against the clause 
authorising the President to hax'e con¬ 
structed hy contract, one or more cruis¬ 
ers of al nut H 000 tona displacement of the 
general type of tho "New York," to coat 
exclusix'e of armament more than fff.fiOO,- 
000, the chair overruled the point of order. 
Pending action the committee roae and 
the House adjourned. 

Tho House ou Saturday continued tho 
discussion of the naval appropriation 
bill. Mr. Holman (INmii.) spoke In be¬ 
half of hi* motion to strike from the hill 
the clauai’ for the construction of one 
armored cruiser. The debate waa parti- 
ci|>ated In hy Atrsxrs. Iloutelle of Alalne, 
Fellow a of New York, loodgenf Massachu¬ 
setts, and others, hut pending the dis¬ 
cussion the Houae adjourned. 

In the Houae, Thursday. Mr. Lanlgo of 
Afa*sarhus<.tts presented tho petition of 
Latuont (1. Iluruham and fi0 other mem¬ 
bers of the Boston Chamber of Com in jrce 
for the speedy passage of the bill to pro¬ 
vide for an rim-ruational ratio between 
gold and ailver. The House then went 
committee of the whole on the naval ap¬ 
propriation bill, but adjournrd without 
taking action. 

Tbe |mmL office appropriation bill haa 
been completed by the House commlttco 
on post offices tnn will be reported to tha 
Houae In a few days. Its ag^n-gat-of ap- 
propriat ous la in tho neighborhood of 
t*0,0»,000. The appropriation for tho 
current fiscal year was (77,037,222, and the 
estimates were fH0,322,4UU. 

Mr. Bloutof Michigan haa Introduced 
into the Houae a bill touact-rtain wliciht-r 
any modification of the |>ati-iit law la 
necessary to protect the public against 
undue uiouupoly. The bill la introduced 
now In-cauae the original patents of tha 
Bell Telephoua Company will soon ex¬ 
pire. 

In the Senate a bill was iiaaaed extend¬ 
ing the privilegea of the free delivery of 
malla to cities and towns with a popula¬ 
tion of not leas than AUUO and where the 
|tost office receipts lor the previous year 
amouuted to (MOO. 

The Speaker laid before tbe House, Fri¬ 
day, the bill to promote tbe safety of na¬ 
tional banka, with Senate amendments 
thereto. The bill waa referred to the com¬ 
mittee on banking and currency, which 
action, iu the opiuion of tbe advocates of 
tbe measure, means Its defeat. 

The Nsiluual Capital
